We 
m ay decide to advance rates in a few days 
an<i settle up the differences afterward and 
again we may not.” 
A Director of the Pacific Mail says it 
looks as though the transcontinental roads 
were coming together. 
“ 1 think they are 
counting on Pacific Mail joining them as 
heretofore. The sentim ent of the Pacific 
Mail Board is against making any further 
contracts with the Pacific roads. ‘ 1 think 
the Board wants Pacific Mail to stan.l on 
its own resources.”

T h u n d e r , L ig h tn in g a n d R a in .— Meteo­ 
rologists have found that there can he no 
thunder and lightning without rain. W hen 
thunder is heard beneath a clear sky, the 
reports must either come from distant 
clouds or be the result of some other cause 
than a discharge of electricity. Harvest or 
heat lightning is produced by a distant 
storm. Thunder seldom accompanies heat 
lightning, the sound reaching only about 
twelve miles, while lightning is often seen, 
by reflection upon near.ir clouds, at a much 
greater distance.

lead and sulphur ores. Mineral substances, 
coal, coke,

chicory, etc., are omitted from the list in 
the original hill. 
Instead are omitted all 
fish, dried, salted, smoked or pickled, ex­ 
cept sardines, anchovies or other fish pre­ 
served in oil. All wool is put on the free 
list. Butter, greaáP, grindstones, beeswax, 
glycerine, p#tasli, indigo, crude borax, coal 
tar, earth and clays, contained in the free 
list of the original bill, are omitted. 
The 
duties are reduced on stockings, hose, 
shirts, drawers composed wholly of cotton, 
to 35 per cent, ad valorem. 
On goods of 
this class, made wfiolly or in part by knit­ 
ting machines, to 40 per cent, ad valorem. 
On cotton goods, braids, gimps, etc., and all 
manufactures of cotton not enumerated in 
the list, to 35 per cent. Spool thread is re­ 
duced from 7 to 6 cents. Cotton, laces, 
embroideries, larc curtains, damask, etc., 
to 40 per cent. The entire metal schedule, 
as contained in the original bill, is om itted;

I to “ work in” a “ green” hand at the busi- 
| ness will enjoy the following story, relat­ 
ing the experince of a young man who 
started a laundry, not a thousand miles 
from Troy, and the causes that led to the 
collapse of his business: 
Although having but little knowledge of 
laundering, the young man kad plenty of 
“ push” about him, and was confident that 
by hiring experienced help he could build 
up a good trade. After fitting up a place 
with the necessary appliances for turning 
out first-class work, and advertising for 
help, he sat down in his office to await de­ 
velopments. meanwhile figuring up the 
immense profits he would soon be making 
by washing the collars, ( tills and shirts of 
his hosts of friends. 
While musing thus 
the door was opened by a man whose salu­ 
tation of " good m orn’, sur, be you the man 
what advertised for belli '.’ left no doubt of 
his nationality. “ Yes, I’m the m an,'’ said 
the laundrym an. “ did you ever work in a 
laundry ?” 
“ indade 1 did, sur ; it’s meselt 
that wurreked in a landhry befoore this, 
an' Put Doyle’s no liar.'1 
“ Well,” said the 
laundryman, “ come around to-morrow and 
I'll give you a trial.” Early the next m orn­ 
ing Pat was on hand ready for work. Many 
of the laundrym an's friends, wishing 
10 
give him a start in business, had left their 
bundles, and were assured that the work 
would be ready for them when called for, 
and Pat was given th e collars, cuffs and 
shirts, with instructions to “ go ahead and 
wash them .” 
In the meantime the laun­ 
dryman told Pat that he was going down 
street to look up some customers that bad 
promised hint work, and that he might not 
be back till afternoon, and. leaving every­ 
thing in the hands of Pat. took his depart­ 
ure. with the firm conviction that in Pat he 
had a first-class hand. And now the trouble 
begaq. 
As soon as the door closed on the 
form of the departing laundrym an Pat ex­ 
claimed, “ Howly Moses! 
It’s a foine fix 
ver in now. Pat Doyle. Shure I told the 
boss that I had wurreked in a landhry, and 
so I had. but it was heavin’ coal for the in­ 
gin and not washin’ I did." For a few mo­ 
ments Pat stood scratching his head and 
wondering w hat was to be done, when he 
happened to remember that a friend of his 
was in the laundry business only a few 
blocks away and to him he would go for 
information. 
Pat’s friend carefully ex­ 
plained the different processes of washing, 
bleaching, rinsing, bluing, souring, star h- 
ing, etc.. and in a half hour's time Pat tu.i 
back again chuckling over his good iorti. • 
in having found an easy way out of his u. 
lemma. 
Taking the pile of collars, shins, 


etc , front the counter, he deposited the 
whole lot In the washing machine, never 
stopping to mark the goods, for said P a t: 
“ Faith, an' ¡very man knows his own col­ 
lars, shure, so wiiut’s the use of m arkin’ 
thint?" 
T hinking it would save time, he 
concluded that he would do the whole job 
at once, and straightway proceeded to dump 
the entire contents of a starch box in with 
the goods. To this he added soap enough 
for about ten ordinary washings, and fol­ 
lowed it up w ithtw obottlesof bluing. Pat’s 
friend had told hint to use enough acid to 
“ fix the color in the goods,” and this lie 
did most effectually by emptying the con­ 
tents of a jar of acid in the washer. He 
; then started the machine, and, lightning a 
pipe, squatted him self in the easiest chair 
: tiie place afforded, thinking to him self 
“ how aisv it is to be a landhrym an.” Sev­ 
eral customers came in during the morning 
with bundles of work, ami each received 
the same answer to their inquiries of 
, “ When will i; be done?" for in every in­ 
stance Pat ¡old them they could bate the 
work the next d.iy, and, untying the bun­ 
; dies, proceeded to mix them in with the 
¡rest of the goods in the washer. About 3 
. o'clock r. m. the proprietor returned and 
: found Pat in the act of pouring a couple of 
; quarts of vinegar into the machine. When 
asked what he was doing that for he ex­ 
plained : "Siture.it-; souring the goods, I 
am, an’, be gorra, nothin’ bates vinegar fur 
sourness.” 
The l.imidryman, supposing 
that Pat underst' mi his business, accepted 
the explanation, and asked Pat how long 
before the wash would be ready to take out 
of the machine. " Well, sur, thim clothes 
was putty dirty, but I guess they’re clane 
be tais loime,” and l’at proceeded to open 
the machine. The sight that met the eyes 
of both Pat and tiie laundrym an was 
enough to drive any man crazy. You 
couldn't tell a shirt front a pocket hand­ 
kerchief, and the whole mass of goods 
looked more like pulp than articles of ap 
parel. And b lu e! why even the wood­ 
work of the washer was stained a magnifi­ 
cent azure color. 
Pat had not only “ fixed 
the color,” but the goods as well. It was 
his first and last wash. 
It took about all 
the laundrym an's spare cash to settle with 
his customers, and a couple of days there­ 
after the following advertisement appeared 
in the papers: “ For sale—A laundry out­ 
fit, entirely new. W ill be sold at a bargain, 
as the proprietor is going South for his 
health. 
Address Siekmun, 21 Blank street, 
city.” 
As for Pat, when his friends asked 
him about his experience in the laundry 
business, he explained matters by saying:

A JEW ISH 
DIVORCE. 


A H e b r e w C o u p le A sk th e S y n a g o g u e to 
S a n ctio n T h e ir S e p a r a tio n . 
During the last week Meridian, Miss., 
has had quite a sensation. Sunday the 
closing scenes were enacted in this city, to 
which some of the personages had been 
'ransferred. 
About two m onths ago Isaac 
Nortolsky opened a small store at Merid­ 
ian. 
He had not lived there long before 
citizens commenced receiving letters of in­ 
quiry, concerning him . The writer of the 
letters claimed to be his wife, and said he 
had deserted iter. Last week the letters 
were followed by the writer of them . She 
is a rather handsome, dashing woman, 
richly dressed, and brought with her Nor- 
tolsky’s baby. She catue just in time. N'or- 
tolsky had already shipped his goods to 
Alma, Col., and was on the point of emi­ 
grating thither. 
Mrs. Nortolsky was not to he shaken off 
easily. 
She aro tsed the town, publicly 
proclaimed her wrongs, and demanded a 
divorce according to the Jewish law. The 
lawyers whom site consulted had Isaac ar­ 
rested on a charge of vagratu y. 
A small 
bond was fixed, and, as it was feared he 
would pay this and sk ip out. the cause of 
the detention was changed. 
He was rear­ 
rested on a writ» f no exeat, to he held un­ 
til the next term of Court, to show cause 
why he should not support his wife and 
child. 
Nortolsky finally agreed to give her 
the divorce she desired. 
It was then dis­ 
covered that the necessary steps could not 
be taken in Meridian, and lie was released, 
to accompany her to New Orleans and se 
cure the proper papers. 
The Jewish citi­ 
zens detailed one ot their num ber to go 
along and see the affair properly m an­ 
aged. 
From the stories told by both, the caséis 
an interesting one. She was Sarah R oscd, 
the daughter of Max Rosen, living at No. 
27 Ludlow street. New* York. 
Sin- was an 
only daughter, courted for her beauty and 
petted by her parents. Nortolsky had the 
reputation of having considerable money, 
and when he catm- a-wooing the match 
was made. Sarah did not object to a rich 
husband, anil dreamed of a luxurious 
home, sealskin cloaks, -ilk dresses, and 
pleasures without end. 
Nortolsky was not 
that kind of a man. and both soon found 
o u t th eir mistake. He wanted a helpmate, 
not an ornament, and, when he discovered 
her expensive habits he quietly- left her. 
She tried to effect 11 reconciliation, hut 
Isaac said he had enough of life with her. 
Then she asked tor a divorce. This he 
also refused. 
W hen he left New York she 
tried to track him, and alter ronsiderable 
correspondence traced him to Meridian. 
She followed him there and furnished the 
growing Mississippi town with a lively 
sensation. 
She says her parents and friends in New 
York who sent her down told her not to re­ 
turn without a Jewish divorce. This is a 
peculiar document, under the orthodox 
Jewish rite. 
It is made out for the hus­ 
band, and the wife’s presence is not re­ 
quired. 
It m ust be written in Hebrew 
characters, and the witnesses and other per­ 
sons connected in its issuance m ust be per­ 
sons who have not violated the .Sabbath or 
the strict Jewish dietary laws. It ¡3 on this 
account that in these days of reform there 
are few places in the United State» where 
such a divorce can be obtained. The doc­ 
um ent was procured there Sunday and ac­ 
cepted by the woman. 
She left for New York Sunday night, and 
her ex-husband gallantly accompanied her 
to the train and saw her comfortably quar­ 
tered on board. 
It was explained to her 
that the divorce was a religions ceremony 
and was not valid under the law of the 
country, and that it did not entitle her to 
marry again. 
She said she wanted the 
Jewish document now, and could easily 
get the legal divorce in Chicago, where 
such matters were cheap. 
Nortolsky paid 
all the expenses, including his wife’s hills, 
lawyer’s tecs, railroad fares and other m at­ 
ters, which, with his personal costs, did not 
fall short of $800.—[New Orleans Picayune.

KAISER WILHELM’S ROMANCE.

Apropos of the im perial celebration at 
Berlin, it may he noticed that Prof. Treit- 
sehke, in the third volume of his 
"Ger­ 
man History in the Nineteenth Century.” 
which has just been published in Berlin, 
tells the following story of the love advent­ 
ures of the present Em peror: Pr'nee Will­ 
iam was tiie favorite son of his father, King 
Frederick W illiam III 
In their stern sol- 
iller-like simplicity and their good nature, 
father and son were alike. 
In political 
matters, too, they were liotl, agreed in m ak­ 
ing the maintenance of the Russian alli­ 
ance a cardinal point in their policy. 
Prince W illiam had fallen in love w ith 
the I’rineess Ellsc Radziwill, the most 
beautiful of the ladies of the court. 
But 
her father was not a sovereign Prince; ac­ 
cordingly the young lady was not of equal 
rank, and, therefore, according to German 
law, a marriage between tiie pair could 
only he morganatic. 
For five long years, 
according to the historian, every effort was 
made 011 both sides to get over the diffi­ 
culty. Eichhnrn. the great jurist, gave an 
opinion that the Radziwill family might he 
reckoned as royal. 
But this dei-ision was 
opposed by the unanim ous opinion of other 
equally famous jurists. 
It was then pro­ 
posed that Prince Augustus, the King’s 
cousin, should adopt the lady. 
But the 
Prussian Ministers declared that adoption 
could not take the place of bh>od. 
Meanwhile Prince Charles the King's 
third son. married a Princess of S a x e Wei­ 
m ar: and the German Duke let it be known 
that if Prince William carried out his in­ 
tention, the claim of Prince C harles'chil­ 
dren to the throne would set up against 
that of the offspring of the elder brothel’s 
marriage. This step brought matters t.. a 
crisis. The Crown Prince, afterward Fred­ 
erick W illiam IV., had no children, and 
there was therefore every prospect of a dis­ 
puted succession, which might endanger 
the very existence of the Prussian nu n 
archy. At length, on the urgent repress n- 
tutions of his Ministers, the King made up 
his mind to interfere. 
In a letter overflow­ 
ing with parental affection he represented 
to his son the probable course of events, 
and showed him that it was his duty to 
sacrifice his personal inclinat ions .to the 
welfare of the .State and of the roval house. 
Whim the Prince received the letter from 
General Witzleben he was at first utterly 
crushed, but lie recovered him self and 
wrote to the King the same evening that 
bis commands should be obeyed. “ In the 
simple yet moving language that was nat­ 
ural to hitn he opened to his father his 
whole heart. 
He promised to justify his 
father’s confidence in him by crushing 
hack his deep sorrow and steadfastly facing 
the inevitable, and he prayed God that H e 
wouldn’t forsake hint in his heavy trial. 
From henceforth his heart should be more 
entirely than ever devoted to his beloved 
father whose parental affection had never 
been more plainly shown than in this last 
decision.' 
Strangely enough the present 
Empress Augusta is a sister of the Princess 
of Saxe W eimar, whose marriage torced 
Prince W illiam to forego his love-match 
with the Princess Elisc.—[St. Janies Ga­ 
zette.

BROS. AND THE FRUIT UNION. 


In terestin g D iscu ssion B etw een 
rectors o f tlie T w o F ru it Or­ 
g an ization s.

On Tuesday last the fruit-growers in the 
vicinity of Courtland met at Bump & Hous­ 
ton's H all, in that village, to discuss the 
subject of fruit transportation, and hear a 
report from the Trustees of the California 
F ruit Union regarding the contract the lat­ 
ter had entered into with Porter Bros, A 
Co., who are to act as the Eastern agents of 
the corporation. 
The meeting was pre­ 
sided over by J. A. T. Reynolds. E. H. 
Cowing acted as Secretary. The meeting 
was large, the personality of which was 
given in these columns on W ednesday 
morning. 
The Union was represented by four Di­ 
rectors, viz.. A. T. Ilatcb, President; L. 
W . Buck, Manager; F. C. De Long, Treas­ 
urer, and Sol. Runyon. 
W ashington Por­ 
ter, representing Porter Bros. A Co., the 
agents of the Union, was also present and 
took part in the deliberations. 
The Chairman requested Mr. Hatch to 
read the agreement that the Trustees had ..... 
executed and delivered to Porter Bros. A Co. ■ thin 


of fruit. Mr. Porter said, “ No, sir; if I 
can't get 10 per cent., I don't want it. I 
will take Chicago at 8 per cent., diversion 
at 2Í per cent., and local commissions the 
fruit shal! pay." We first thought the latter 
a g n 'il proposition, but afterwards rejected 
it because it would give Porter more than 
the 10 per cent, he asked. We could get no 
one else to do it, 
Livermore offered to do 
i t ; but a salary of $000 per m cnth for his 
services we thought too much. 
The reso­ 
lution to give* the agency to Porter was 
then carried by a majority of one. The 
proposition to place it in one man s hands, 
however, was carried by a majority of five. 
The allowing of a 10-per-cent, commission 
was also carried by five. 
The 5 per cent, 
was put on then, 


WE DOST DENY IT, 
To get the people all to ship to one man. 
An embargo of 5 per cent, compels them to 
ship on our trains, riome of them want 
that taken off. 
We decided that people 
who used the trains should pay something 
for it—5 per cent, on the gross receipts. We 
considered that to be in the best interests 
of the Fruit Union. We don’t want others 
putting on a few cars against us. A specu­ 
lator or a shipper should not be insane 
enough to ask it. If we have assumed a 
wrong thing it is a matter of misjudgraent 
and not of dishonesty. If we have in your 
opinion made any mistakes, point them 
out in all candor. If you cannot suggest 
anything better, then back us up, let us 
have a fair trial for one year, and then, if 
we do not suit you, elect another Board of 
Trustees.

At the conclusion of its reading, Mr. 
Hatch saiil: T hat is the contract that the 
Board of Trustees of the California Fruit 
Union has entered into with the Porter 
Bros. Company, and we arc here to-day to 
answer any and all questions you may be 
pleased to ask concerning it. 
The Chairman stated that the five per 
cent, fur shipping was not clear to many. 
H e had been assured, however, that ten 
per cent, covered all expenses. 
He would 
like to have that more thoroughly ex­ 
plained. 
Mr. Hatch said : The by-laws state that 
we can charge a commission for shipping 
not to exceed live per cent. 
We have con­ 
cluded this year to charge the maximum, 
and also live per cent, for selling. This 
ten per cent, pays Porter Bros, it Co. All 
we 
iiarge the members of the Union is 
just enough to pay the commission ot the 
agents. 
You will get no dividend on your 
dollar per share investment this season. 
Tint Trustees will use it all this year. 
Next season, perhaps, we will lie able to 
m ake better terms. 
We will then have 
acquired a standing in the East, and the 
difference in the new commission and that 
now guaranteed Porter Bros, it Co., will 
cover all the expenses of the Union.

A WORD FROM THE TREASURER. 
Mr. De L >ng said the question might be 
asked,w livdon't we rescind thetive percent, 
resolution?

Mr. Porter w hat rate of commission he 
would a*k to dispose of our fruit, he re­ 
plied : “ If I make a trade with you. what 
guarantee can you give me that 1 will have 
a pound of ‘Yuit to sell ? You have no 
signatures, 
llow can I go ahead then and 
engage my sub-agents, who will, in all, 
probability, have nothing to do? If the 
fruit is diverted, what can I do. and from 
what source can I get my money back ?” 
W e then adjourned until the next day, at 
which tim e Mr. Porter submitted two prop­ 
ositions. One, to establish an agency at 
t 'hi-.-at:o and charge 10 per eent.com mission.

PORTER TO SHIP THE EARLY FRUIT. 
Sol. Runyon—We have given Mr. I’orter 
the privilege of buying up and shipping 
those lots upon his own account. In the 
early season he can scrape up carload lots 
of cherries and apricots and ship them, hut 
he is barred against purchasing anything 
that is in conflict with the Union. 
* 
Benjamin Bates—W ho is to oversee and 
say when the train is tilled? Who has the 
authority to go around, see about it and 
make tiie necessary arrangements ? 
Mr. Hatch—Mr. Buck is manager, and 
he will be assisted by Mr. Salshurv. There 
will be little 
local organizations, with 
agents, in every town, and all will be ac­ 
commodated with whatever space they ask 
for or require. 
When they order a car, 
however, it will be expected that they will 
then, in race-horse vernacular, play or pay. 
Mr. Buck—There remains yet to be ar­ 
ranged a great many details. 'Local organ­ 
izations will have to he formed in different 
localities. Some person will have to see to 
the engaging ol the cars, to see that the 
fruit is properly packed and on time. All 
these detaiis will have to he worked up 
later. The local agent will be the one to 
deal directly with—the manager relative to 
cars and dates. 
Mr. Hatch—The Union will make cheap 
arrangements for boxes and paper delivered 
to members of the Union in quantities to 
suit. This of itself is a point worthy of 
consideration. 


GENTLEMEN, YOU HAVE GONE WRbNG. 
Benjamin Bates—A local organization 
will have to be formed to arrange for pack­ 
ers, agents and shippers, and then* salaries 
provided for. it seems to me that this 
whole business has been gone into wrong 
end foremost. 
The local organizations 
should have been foimed before the Union. 
The Union should be the outgrowth of local 
organizations. You have gone wrong and 
organized the Union first. 
Air. De Long—The general manager will 
be in direct communication with your au­ 
thorized agent here, He «ill furnish the 
cars. W hatever is paid the local agent 
comes out of your pocket. That is a m at­ 
ter beyond our province—something that 
we have nothing to do with. All we can 
do in these matters is to suggest. Y'ou buy 
your own boxes, pack your own Dili*, and 
we have no supervision until after it is 
loaded upon the car, then it belongs to the 
Union. 
. 
Mr. Bates—Your work seems tobe dune, 
and you have just come hero to tell us what 
you have done, (fur trouble now is the 
formation of a local organization, and in 
that there are many tilings to lie consid­ 
ered. We want to know something more 
about this matter. W hat is the use of our 
going into something that we know noth­ 
ing about. 
We are allowed to have noth­ 
ing to say about your arrangements. 
We 
are to presume, 1 suppose, that they are 
good. Our packers are not competent to 
pack fruit for Eastern shipment. 


HOW IT CAN BE DONE. 
W ashington Porter—My idea would lie 
to have a gang of men—say 20, 30, 40, or 
as many as may be required, good expe ri­ 
ñóme here and be under 
the local management. Place them here 
to-day, there to-morrow, wherever you 
want them, wherever their services are* re­ 
quired. Y'ou would have to do with ex­ 
perienced packers the same as I have been 
doing for the past fifteen years, anti there 
will he no trouble; you will get along 
nicely. 
R. D. Stephens, of Sacramento, sa id : 
W e understood there was to be a meeting 
here to-day of the fruit-growers. 
Not 
knowing its character, but presuming it to 
be held in the interest of the fruit-growers, 
we concluded to attend, 
if anv gentleman 
here objects, we will have nothing to sav. 
If they are willing to have differences of 
opinion as to the merits of the contract dis­ 
cussed, we would like to be heard. 


THEY BELIEVE IN FREE SI’EECH. 
Mr. Buck—W e are here as fruit men, and 
as such w*e are glad to welcome Mr. Ste­ 
phens or any other gentleman, and invite 
them to participate in the proceedings of 
the meeting. 
Mr. Hatch also stated that they would 
like to hear from Mr. Stephens, who was a 
member of the Union aud a well-known 
fruit-raiser. 
Mr. Stephens—There never was an inter­ 
est before the fruit-producers of this State 
of such vital importance as tlie one under 
discussion. 
It would be well to deliberate 
calmly, give the question due considera­ 
tion, consider it from all its standpoints. 
He wished to say a few words in defense of 
the California Frui'.-tirowers’ Association. 
The principles upon which it was founded 
were few and simple. 
It was to unite 
nil the fruit interests into one common in­ 
terest, for the purpose of securing a reduc­ 
tion of freights to the Eastern m arket, it 
guaranteed to every member the right to 
manage his business it: his own way. 
We 
say to .Mr. Potter, Mr. Buck and Mr. Hatch, 
we guarantee to you the same rights as 
those we claim for ourselves. 
We ask 
for nothing for ourselves but what we are 
willing to accord to all. Is there anything 
wrong in the principle that allows you all 
to come in at twenty cents an acre, one- 
filth of the amount you charge, aud if a 
member deslíes to snip to Mr. Porter he 
can do so? If any due n ere can say aught 
against this proposition let him say so here 
and now. 1 pause for a reply. 


THEY BELIEVE IN CONCENTRATION. 
Mr. H atch—The Fruit Union accords 


Afternoon Session. 
Mr. Stephens resumed : It is not clear to 
every one that 10 per cent, is to cover all 
the commissions of Mr. Porter. 
Many be­ 
lieve that he can recover an additional 
amount. 
_ Mr. Porter (interrupting)—I will state 
right here. Mr. Stephens, that as honorable 
men we are willing to give a writing sav­ 
ing that we understood 10 per cent, was to 
cover all. 
M r. Stephens—Well that would be a very 
good thing to do ; but it is not a question 
between you and I. It is purely a matter 
of business between yourself a«d* the Board 
of Trustees. I would like to ask the pro­ 
ducers here if it is not true that if freights 
were reduced to $300 or less it would re­ 
dound to the interest of every producer, 
cause an active market and more buyers? 
It is directly in the interest of every grower. 
We don't come here with a contract asking 
you to give us vottr fruit upon one condi­ 
tion, that you surrender your property in­ 
terests to our control. Better leave the 
rates as they are than to get a reduction 
with the proposed restriction. 
We offer to 
give you the low rates, and allow you to be 
independent. 1 never have combined to 
injure any one. I am the equal of any of the 
gentlemen who represent the Union. All 
the Trustees of the Fruit Growers’ Associ­ 
ation are fruit-growers in every sense. The 
Trustees of the Union must not arrogate to 
themselves the right to 


CHARACTERIZE US AS SCHEMERS 
Unless they accord us the same right to 
criticise their acts and motives. Mr. Por­ 
ter is a buyer, just as long as Mr. Buck 
says he can buy.

W hat corporation has not ultimately come 
down to the benefit of a few. The speaker 
briefly referred to the G rangers'Corpora­ 
tion and Farm ers’ Insurance Association, 
and showed how the public hail been 
gulled and swindled by those institutions. 
He claimed that he knew w hat he was 
speaking about, for lie had suffered finan­ 
cial loss at their hands. W hat, he asked, 
is the basis of the Fruit-Growers' Associa­ 
tion? Its membership costs but one-fifth 
as much as that of the Union. Our Secre­ 
tary gets but $i)o per m onth while actively 
engaged, and all the other expenses will 
not aggregate more than $90 per month. 
A total expense, of say $150 per month, 
not m£?re. 
W hat does the Union cost? 
Figure up the princely salaries, and see: 
Manager, $250 per m onth; Secretary, $150

THE NECESSITY FOR PERSONAL PAT­ 
* 
TI0TIC ACTIVITY. 


In turbulence, disquiet and a ttritio n of 
ideas and aims, now so m anifest through­ 
ou t the country, th e lover of free in stitu ­ 
tions sees danger. 
It is very tru e th a t out 
of such workings of the public m ind and 
th e fri lion of ideas concerning policies for 
th e country, and th e rights of so-called 
classes, m ust come the tru th and the u lti­ 
m ate trium ph of th e right. 
But th e pub­ 
lic m ind is oftencst im patient of this out­ 
come, and hence come appeals to un­ 
law ful 
m ethods. 
W e 
are 
of 
those, 
how ever, who 
believe 
in 
th e v ital­ 
ity of th a t w hich a great th in k e r once 
term ed “ tip* national 
h eart.” 
T here is 
•disquiet now. viólem e and infraction of the 
guaranteed rights of th e people. But there 
has been no serious m anifestation as yet, 
th at th e national heart has greatly less­ 
ened 
its vigor. 
W hen 
its vitality is 
closely assailed the nation will rise up 
w ith a patriotic im pulse th a t is now under­ 
estim ated. 
Still there is danger to free 
institutions, and it is im m inent when there 
is clear evidence of such a decline of th e 
patrio tic sentim ent th a t it cannot be easily 
rallied to repel actual assault. 
T he duty 
ol all men who appreciate the blessings of 
free governm ent is constant in such tim es 
as those, to recall th e public thought to 
all th a t is m eant by disorder and all th at 
is involved in attem pts to accomplish ends 
outside of th e liounds of th e law— the 
edicts of the popular will. 
T he A m erican 
people must l>e honest w ith themselves. 
Tliev cannot rebuke any of th e ir house­ 
hold but themselves. 
A free governm ent, 
such as ours, with a substructure such as is 
found 
in 
our 
fundam ental 
declara­ 
tion 
of 
principles 
on 
w hich 
rest 
hum an 
rights, 
being 
dependent 
uism 
public 
will, 
is 
m enaced w hen­ 
ever 
th a t 
will 
is 
not 
m anifested 
actively according to th e m ethods oi the 
law. 
And this applies, not only to the 
ojien and forcible, but to insiduous in ­ 
fluence*. 
S lietncs accom plished bv m a­ 
nipulation of the ballot, by conspiracies to 
deceive th e voters of the country, or to 
make untrue expressions of th eir will, all 
have a tendency to weaken faith in the 
A m erican system and to invite assault. 
1 he control ol the caucus and the prim ary, 
to m ake them falsely representative of th e 
Is'st thought of tlie citizens, is som ething 
m ore than a menace, though perhaps not 
so im m ediate a danger as open and violent 
infraction of personal 
rights. 
T he na­ 
tional 
heart 
will, 
under 
b itter 
trial, 
In1 true to the principles of free govern­ 
m ent, and when the necessity comes for in ­ 
voking the patriotism of th e country will 
rise in arms. 
B ut citizens do not as fully 
appreciate, a* they should, th e fact th at 
th ere are assaults ii|«m political rights bi­ 
partisan am bition which, if not rebuked 
and checked, m ust 
in 
tim e take 
po­ 
litical control almost w holly out of the 
hands 
th a t should 
guide 
and 
finally 
th ro ttle the patriotic sense. 
At every o ut­ 
break of the people in given sections th at 
trespasses upon the rights of men under the 
laws, th ere is a quickening of th is p a tri­ 
otic sense, just as there now is, when the 
fear obtains of conflicts. 
B ut 
w ithout 
effort 
this will not 
alw ays be. 
T he 
m ethods of th e politically unscrupulous 
in m anaging ward, town aud city cau­ 
cuses. and in m anipulating th e m achinery 
through which th e popular will should 
l>e expressed, also infringe upon inalien­ 
able rights, and, if persisted in and per­ 
m itted, will 
iu tim e result in a single 
schem ing class controlling all th e m a­ 
chinery of governm ent, from Town Coun­ 
cil to Congress. 
T hen revolution in some 
form m ust follow. 
So th at, w hether the 
danger is from the insiduous assault of the 
political lioss or the rioter, th e d uty of the 
good citizen is to be constantly active in 
quickening the national heart and 
in 
keeping it fully alive, not only to th e rich 
endow m ents of the republic, but to the 
dangers th at encompass it. 
T his duty is 
becom ing m ore and more im perative a* the 
nation receives more and m ore of acces­ 
sions to its population from countries where 
hu t vague, and most often distorted, ideas 
obtain regarding a governm ent bv the 
popular will. 
W e ought never to have 
great uprisings against corruption in this 


G overnm ent, for th e full discharge of per­ 
sonal d u ty by ciyzens would render them 
unknow n. 
If we w ill b ut bring to th e 
conduct of public affairs th e same jealousy 
for th e law and the integrity of th e funda­ 
m ental principles of free governm ent th at 
we do in th e conduct of private business, 
for our private rights and personal p riv i­ 
leges, th e national heart would never need 
to be quickened, nor would there develop 
any serious m enaces to free governm ent. 
L ax ity of m orals in individuals of a com­ 
m unity is invariably reflected in a lowered 
m oral sense o f th e com m unity as an aggre­ 
gated force, in all its activities. 
So, too, 
neglect of d u ty and subm ission to encroach­ 
m ents upon th e laws and th eir underlying 
principles result in an im poverishm ent of 
th e public life currents, and as a conse­ 
quence disorders a n d ' violence and resort 
to unlawful m ethods develop, precisely as 
do ulcers upon th e body th e tone of which 
is lowered. T he salvation and preservation 
of th e nation, therefore, is dependent upon 
tiie personal patriotic activity of every 
individual 
endowed 
w ith 
citizenship. 
A gainst such activity no sort of • assault 
can prevail, no possible m enace need be 
feared, w hether it comes from th e unrest 
of lalxir, the injection of the virus of So­ 
cialism, or th e schemes of dom estic foes. 


THE 
MEMORIAL FOE LINCOLN. 


The b ill has passed th e Senate for a 
national m onum ent to th e m em ory of 
A braham Lincoln. 
T his is as it should he. 
But will th e H ouse concur? T he jiolitical 
dom inance there never was friendly to 
Lincoln. 
Such p art of th e m ajority as 
were Union Dem ocrats considered him over­ 
estim ated, and were only tolerant of him . 
T he party th at put him into place so hon­ 
ored and respected th e m an, th a t it* po­ 
litical opponent, though claim ing as much 
of patriotic aim, n atu ra lly revolted. W hen 
he ceased to become m erely a party man, 
and was accepted as a patriot, and the 
savior of the U nion, a m an for all the 
¡>eople and not 
for 
party, th e 
Dem­ 
ocracy sim ply yielded a grudging assent to 
the obeisance th e world did to liis heroism, 
honesty 
and 
far-sighted statesm anship. 
From those who fought against the Union, 
we will hear no uncertain sound. 
I’rob- 
ably they will favor the Dill from th e ou t­ 
set. 
T hey can do so w ith th e liest grace 
in th e world. 
T h e ex-Confederates have 
given exam ples of m anliness and frankness 
and subm ission to the cast of war, and 
openness in com m endation of th e nation's 
heroes in th e conflict, th a t com m and ad­ 
m iration. 
So, how ever m uch they may 
dislike the nam e “ L incoln,” the proba­ 
bilities are th at they will hasten to sup­ 
port th e bill, as a new m eans of testifying 
to th eir adhesion to the Union, and th eir 
total absolution from th e sin of secession. 
Such opposition as w ill venture to the 
front, we m ay expect, therefore, from the 
N orth, and it w ill he representative of the 
now all hut forgotten copperhead kind. If 
it clot lies itself in th e garb of economy, in 
its op|xi.*ition, it will not he able to m ake 
its disguise effective. 
T here should be a 
national m onum ent to Lincoln, and any 
opposition to it will am ount to confession 
of ancient enm ity to th e U nion in whose 
cause lie laid down his life. 
T he current 
issue of th e Century m agazine speaks very 
tim ely of the tru e m easure of th e fame of 
Lincoln. 
It believes th a t his is th e only 
figure th a t can possibly come into rivalry 
with G ran t’s. 
It concludes a brief eulogy 
of L incoln by likening him to one who 
rules as a chosen chief, and not lik e it king 
according to his own or his im m ediate 
counselors’ idea of rig h t and expediency; 
and not lik e an E nglish m inister, accord­ 
ing to th e dictates of a parliam ent m ere ly ; 
hut as th e E xecutive of th e N ation at 
large in a tru er sense than m an ever did 
before. 
H e ruled w ith iiis finger on the 
people’s pulse, and his ear at the people’s 
heart, feeling th rills and throbs q uite im ­ 
perceptible to others, and l.e w aited pa­ 
tiently until they were perceptible to him 
beyond the possibility of m istake, and 
then acted w ith decision and persisted 
w ith tenacity. T his and other high praise 
is uttered of him , bu t nothing too m uch 
has been or w ill he said. 
As his figure 
recedes in the vista of tim e it will grow 
greater, and its tru e proportions lie the 
better developed, ju st as a great architect­ 
u ral pile is viewed a t its best from a dis­ 
tance at w hich all its parts harm onize and 
blend into a perfect whole. 
T h e m onu­ 
m ent to Lincoln will be erected, and the 
sum for it will be voted. 
L et those who 
propose to stand against it m ake a strong 
record, for they will need its fortification.

governm ent by the popular w ill. T he man 
who tam pers w ith th e baliot-box ought to 
be treated as we serve th e burglar who 
breaks into th e dom estic castle. 


BIRD LIFE AND MILLINERY. 


O rganization is now being effected in the 
E ast against th e w anton destruction of 
birds. 
T he dem and for birds for ladies’ 
hats has alarm ed th e natu ralists both here 
and in E ngland, and they have |>erfected 
society organizations to p u t a stop to the 
destruction of 
bird life. 
T h is is not 
grounded in sentim ent alone, but in the 
fact th a t most birds are greatly useful to 
agriculturists and florists as destroyers of 
insect pests, and m any atm ospheric pests 
invisible to ordinary vision. 
I t is re­ 
ported th at 40.000 gulls and terns were 
slaughtered along th e sandy shores of Cape 
Cod last year alone—all for m illinery pur- 
po es. 
On th e V irginia coast, near Cobh’s 
Island, one contractor took 40,000 skins of 
terns. 
Says Forest and Stream, one dealer 
in three m onths last year took 11,018 bird 
skins, and th e same m an adm its th at lie 
kills as m any as 30,000 birds per year for 
th eir plum age alone. 
Bird killers on 
Long Island in four m onths in 1885 sup­ 
plied New Y ork w ith 70,000 bird skins. 
In T exas a dem and was received lately for 
the plum es of 10,000 w hite egrets, and 
larger dem ands th an 
th a t 
for herons 
plum es are annually m ade upon sports­ 
men. 
It is said th a t thousands of pairs of 
egrets were blotted out of existence on 
S outhern shores last year, and th a t very 
soon the bird will become extinct. 
A s to 
lesser birds, they are killed by th e m illion 
for th e ir heads, wings and ta il feathers. 
A ll those sought are

T he A udubon Society has been form ed at 
th e E ast to stay th e work of d estru ctio n ; 
in England, th e (jileen has issued society 
a command it w ill respect, to cease w ear­ 
ing bird plum age on h ats and ro b es; a 
society in i/oudun is active in resisting the 
w ork of the bird h u n ters; th e A m erican 
O rnithologists’ U nion has taken action in 
th e m atte r; th e Selborne Society of E ng­ 
land lias issued its edict, and lias such sup­ 
porters as Tennyson, R obert Brow ning, Sir 
Frederick L eighton and R ev. Dr. M orris. 
Forest and Stream, a sporting jo u rn al, lias 
taken up th e cudgels for th e birds, and 
sporting papers generally oppose th e ru th ­ 
less killing of songsters and fine plum age 
birds. 
It is to be hoped th a t th e good 
work will go on, and fashion for once lie 
checked in its folly.

THE BALLOT-BOX STUFFING CASES. 


R eferring to th e late decision of the 
Suprem e Court of th e U nited States in 
the M ackin, G allagher and Gleason eases, 
th e Current says th e ruling is in conso­ 
nance w ith the sp irit of th e law. 
Such, 
we th in k , will he th e public judgm ent, 
strong as is th e desire th a t these m en be 
punished. They were charged w ith ballot- 
box stuffing. 
As a rule, such crim es are 
seldom exposed, and les* frequently pu n ­ 
ished. 
T he political ward “ boss ” is gen­ 
erally equal to the task of protecting his 
servitors from th e vengeance of the law. 
T he case against tiie m en in question is 
clear. 
B ut an error was m ade th at is not 
chargeable 
to “ boss” 
influences. 
T he 
m en were not “ indicted,” but “presented.” 
As th e crim e was an “ infam ous offense,” 
they can only l»o punished after conviction 
ill a trial on indictm ent. 
M ackin is not 
freed by th e decision, for lie is hold in the 
penitentiary for perjury, hut it will shorten 
his term to th e lim it fixed for th e latter 
crim e. 
It seems th a t public prosecutors 
should have known long ago when to 
” present,” and when to “ indict.” 
The 
distinction was found out in the decisions 
in th e star-route case, and num erous Cir- 
cust and U nited States Suprem e C ourt de­ 
cisions have been m ade th a t ought to 
settle th e question. 
T h e Current expresses 
th e general dissatisfaction of th e public 
w ith th e m any bungling m ethods of the 
law. 
It s a y s : 
Let us take a bird's-eye view of the workings 
of the rusty machinery whereby ballot-box stntT- 
ing has been made dangerous : One of tiie 
three men found guilty before Judge Blodgett 
mnl a United State.* jury was never sentenced, 
although a year elapsed between the conviction 
and tbe rinding at Washington. 
Two prisoners 
were sentenced : the third held a public olBoe 
during the suspension of liis sentence, and now 
stands as if never irdieted, as he never was : 
never tried, as he was : or never sentenced, as 
he was mu. Whether just or unjnst, is not this 
a remarkable discrimination " We may see that 
the zus|»ects were protected by false prosecu­ 
tion, and one of them saved all disgrace of rec­ 
ord. We may see that the chief of t tic often tere 
was caught iu the clutches of the law only 
through a prosecution abetted by the eneigv of 
private citizens, and so faulty as to means, t'hat 
e \-n when the stti|>es were pul on thedotvu- 
fa.len ¡ -* -!tnisi, and maker of statesmen, these 
*tnpe*_ were donned for one crime when thev 
n T ; !1r‘.v R?oucc Df another. That state of 
judicial things, whether the result of over­ 
growth or ignorance, equals a Mate of rotren- 
nes«. 
1 lu re is no satisfaction for irieud or foe 
of Mackin in reading the record of hi- cases iu 
the State and Federal Court*. 
T here is a great deal of suggestiveness 
in th e foregoing rem arks. 
T he eyes of the 
country were on these cases. 
They were 
to be tests of th e ability of th e law to deal 
w ith eorruptors of th e fountain-head of 
ou- ¡Militical system. 
T he law has not 
really proved inefficient, but its m achinery 
has. 
T he crim e of ballot-box stuffing is 


Mr. M orrow’s letters to th e S ecretary of 
State and A ttorney-G eneral on tb e C hi­ 
nese tran sit question have unquestionably 
m ade a deep im pression upon th e A dm in­ 
istration. M r. M orrow sent th e spear home 
w hen he pointed out th a t M r.

A bill is pending before th e L egislature 
of Now Y ork to supersede hanging lo­ 
sóme o th er m ethod of inflicting capital 
punishm ent. 
It provides for a commission 
to exam ine, adopt and report a m ethod to 
tiie next Legislature. 
H anging ought to 
Ik- abolished and som ething substituted for 
it. 
T he Spanish garotte is b e tte r,speedier 
and m ore certain, and inflicts least pain. 
K illing by gases, opiates and electricity, 
and o th er schemes, haveall been suggested, 
and thus far none have been received 
w ith more favor th an th e latter. 
But 
w hile the L egislature of New Y ork is 
about it, it should provide for a common 
executioner— th a t is, all executions should 
take place at one point, and he perform ed 
under one supervision, say at one of the 
State Prisons, should be officially witnessed 
only, and no sensational and dem oralizing 
and corrupting accounts of th e execution 
should be perm itted. 
W hile we would 
have no censorship of th e press, we would 
not give reporters th e opportunity to 
secure m aterial for th e ir flam ing stories 
of scaffold death scones. 
M oreover, th e 
law should seclude th e convicted one from 
th e hour of final judgm ent to th at of death 
from th e world, and not p e rm it'th e c rim ­ 
inal to pose as a hero, and to respond to a 
m orbid taste for th e sensational.

It is hereby ordered that the office of Secre­ 
tary of this Commission be and the seme is here­ 
by declared vacant, and that to till such va­ 
cancy Stafford Parker, of the city of San Fran­ 
cisco, be and he is hereby nominated and up- 
pointed to fill such vacancy, and to be the Sec­ 
retary of flic Commission from and after tin- :ti*t 
day of March, IS*»'., sul.j -rt to its further nidi r 
ill the premises. 
Any act or proceeding of tills 
Commission inconsistent v. itli this order is here­ 
by rescinded. 
Mr. H um phreys said Com m issioner Foote 
protested against the rem oval ot Mr. A n­ 
drus, but the resolution was adopted by the 
votes of Com m issioners C arpenter 
and 
H um phreys. 
Mr. A ndrus was appointed to the office 
o f Secretary by th e previous Board, com ­ 
posed of Messrs. Stonem an, Beersteclier 
and K ohn. 
W hen this B oard w ent into 
office, Mr. A ndrus announced th at he 
would decline to serve unless form ally re­ 
elected. 
A ccording to the records. Com­ 
m issioner C arpenter m oved th at Mr. A n­ 
drus continue to act as Secretary of the 
Board until such tim e as lie should resign 
or be rem oved. 
T his m otion was adopted 
by th e votes of Carpenter and H um phreys, 
Foote voting in the negative, an d thus Mr. 
A ndrus was placed in a position by which 
he could do one of two tilings—resign or 
continue in office w ithout being re-elected. 
H e accepted the latter alternative, and lias 
since acted as Secretary of the Board. 
A lthough Mr. A ndrus never was the can­ 
didate of the m ajority of tiie Board, yet 
there was an understanding th at w hen the 
m ajority desired his rem oval notice would 
be given him , so th at he m ight send in his 
resignation. 
T his notice, it is said, was 
given som e tim e since, hut at the m eeting 
of the Board yesterday Mr. A ndrus said 
that, w ith all due respect, he would decline 
to resign.

How C lothes I’m.* arts Wade. 
A dealer thus describes the m anufacture 
of clothes pins to a reporter : They w hittle 
'em out a t q rate of eighty a m inute. A 
beech or m aple log, a foot in diam eter ami 
ten feet long, will w hittle tip into 12.060 
clothes pins. 
T h at log w on't cost m ore 
th an $2. T he clothes pins thev cut out 
will be vvorlb $96 40. 
It will lake them 
tw o hours and a h alf to ru n tiiat log into 
clothes pins, w hich is w hittling out 4,800 
an hour. 
At ten hours a day they get aw ay 
w ith tour logs, and have on band 48,000 
clothes pins, w orth $385 60. 
Now, the 
lum ber for these pins lias only cost $8 or 
so. 
B ut then these logs m ust be sawed up 
by four different kinds of saws. 
One sepa­ 
rates the log into lengths of sixteen inches ; 
another saws these into boards three-quar­ 
ters of an inch thick ; another cuts the 
boards into Strips three-quarters o f an inch 
square. 
These strips are caught on a wheel 
that hurries them to a gang of saws which 
chop them into clothespin lengths. 
These 
lengths are carried by a sw ift m oving belt 
to a m achine th at seizes them , sets them 
in a iatiie th at gives them th eirsh ap e in tiie 
tw inkling o f an eye, and throw s them to 
an attendant, who feeds them to a saw that 
moves backw ard and forw ard as if it were 
m adder than a snake. 
T his saw chews 
out the slot that the w asherw om an shoves 
dow n over the clothes on the line, and the 
clothes pin is ready, all b ut kiln-drying 
ami polishing. 
T he latter is done in a’ re­ 
volving iron cylinder, the sam e as castings 
are cleaned. 
All 
these processes ' cost 
m oney, am i w hen the m anufacturer comes 
to pu t up his goods for saie lie finds that 
his profit on tlip 48,000 pins, liis day's work, 
is only about $193. 
W e pay the m anufact­ 
urer a cent a dozen, or a trifle m ore than $8 
a thousand. 
W e are compelled, in these 
close tim es, to sell them for 4 cents a dozen, 
or $32 a thousand.—[Scientific A m erican.

I Sacram ento Furnishing Ouartz M ills for 
| 
‘ 
lite Coast. 
The first ijuariz gold-mining done in this 
State was by the Spaniards, who ground 
the quartz in a mill, called an arastra. It 
consisted of a circular basin of some hard 
rock, as granite, in the center of which 
stood a strong wooden revolving shaft. 
Four horizontal bars projected from that 
shaft, to which were attached, by chains, 
large flat stones. As the shaft revolved 
these stones were dragged around in the 
basin, crushing or grinding the ore, which 
had first been broken into small pieces by 
sledges, or by what was called a rock- 
crusher. Mules were commonly employed 
to carry the shaft around, two being har­ 
nessed together at each end of a long arm, 
which passed horizontally through the 
shaft. The alastras, such as were used by 
the Spaniards in 1850, were a poor con­ 
trivance, accomplishing very little for the 
power required. They were long since 
superseded by the stamp mill, which did 
work rapidly, but which were very ex­ 
pensive. not only as to first cost, hut their 
breakage and cost of repairs were so great 
that they could only be put up by capital­ 
ists. A good fifty-stamp rnilf, thoroughly 
equipped, with its ponderous engines anil 
massive machinery, often cost a quar­ 
ter 
of

million 
of 
dollars. 
Some 
two 
years 
ago 
a 
practical 
miner invented a mill patterning after the 
primitive Spanish arastra that promises at 
no distant day to cause a development of 
the rich and numerous quartz veins 
throughout the counties of Amador, El 
Dorado, Placer and Nevada—ana, in fact, 
all the northern counties—that will prove 
of inestimable value, demonstrate that gold 
mining in California is but in its infancy, 
on the eve of entering apon an era of pros­ 
perity unequaled in the State’s history. 
This new m ill consists of a circular iron 
basin some six feet in diameter. Instead 
of drag-stones, as in the old arastras, steel- 
rimraed wheels revolve around in the 
basin to crush, grind and shear the quartz. 
It has all the screening and gold-saving ap­ 
paratus of a full-fledged stamp mill, can all 
be loaded in one car, costs but little money, 
ha3 nothing to get out of repair, nothing to 
break, can be operated by any one, can be 
run by steam, water or horse power, and 
has the capacity of fifteen tons of ore a day. 
It is in every sense of the word a portable 
tuiil, just what is wanted by prospectors, 
and costs but little more than a good hay 
press. Win. Gutenherger, the owner and 
manufacturer, in this city, has shipped 
several of them to Mexico, a few to Nevada, 
and is now fi!lit>g orders from Nevada. 
Shasta, Placer ami El Dorado counties. 
One went forward to Redding a few days 
I ago. and one will go to Newcastle this week, 
i 1 he par;y at Newcastle has one in opera- 
j tion now that crushes fifteen tons a day, 
I and the one since ordered is a duplicate of 
the first. The manufacture of these mills 
promises to become an important industry 
in this city, giving employment to a large 
number of irott-molders and other me­ 
chanics.

Chinaman Pardoned. 
1 ng Ah Hittg, a Chinaman who was 
convicted of burglary in the first degree at 
the June term of the Superior Court of San 
Francisco, and sentenced to serve a term of 
fifteen years, has been pardoned by Gov­ 
ernor Stoneman.

The word Michoacan, in the language of 
the Tarascians, who once occupied all this 
portion of Mexico, means “ the country of 
fish." 
The ancient Kingdom of Michoa­ 
can was independent of the Aztec kingdom 
and hostile to it; but when Cortez, the 
“ Fair Cod,” came, the territory was vol­ 
untarily surrendered to him by its luon- 
ar: h, Calzontin. Soon after the Spanish ¿.Tines Tit 
conquistadores had possessed themselves of 
the entire country, Michoacan formed a 
jir tvince of New Spain, with an Aleahli in 
cinirge of ailairs. 
It became a State upon 
tiie founding of the republic, and to 
its 
ancient 
name 
was 
added 
that 
of 
the 
noted 
reformer, Ocampo—its 
name, being now, in full, Michoacan 
tie Ocampo. Not only is this great State 
one of l i e most im portant in .- unlit i n 
Mexico because of its coffee-growing and 
m ining industries, but rejoices in the dis­ 
tinction of being the birthplace of Mexi­ 
can independence, and. like Ohio, 
m ain r ol Presidents.” Several of tlie 
most proniiiv nt revolutionary leaders were 
born w t tin her borders—Ocampo; Mun­ 
do/ , the patrio* priest; Morelos, who 
seized the torch of liberty when it fell from 
the dying Hidalgo's band ami kept it burn­ 
ing brightly until lie, too, was executed for 
ltis devotion to the cause; anil Iturbide, 
who carried on the struggle for indepen­ 
dence to a successful termination, and was 
abo shot as a traitor by the people whom 
he had liberated. 
The houses wherein Morelos and Ilttr- 
bide were born, and where the former 
lived for many years, are pointed out with 
pride to every tourist who comes to Mo­ 
reda. 
Tit £ miKIM ITA CLE CUKE, 
To honor whom the name of the old town 
was changed fmm Valladolid to that it 
now bears—was born in this city, of hum ­ 
ble parentage, in 
lie had a consum­ 
ing thirst for knowledge, hut was unable 
tn gratify it till late in lile. lie had scarcely 
received his degrees, front the same college 
where Hidalgo was educated, when (in 
1812), he assumed the leadership of the 


lh.OOO, which was defended by Don Mar­ 
quez, with a force ot only 11,500. A two 
days’ battle followed, during which tl e 
assailants were driven off with con­ 
siderable 
loss. 
As 
a 
resort 
for 
political 
refugees, 
Morelia 
appears to 
he immensely popular. 
The ousted Presi­ 
dent Lerdo canto hither in 1870, following 
the example of his imperial predecessor. 
Indeed, the whole State of Michoacan has 
been noted for its independent spirit ami 
fervid patriotism, and has hot n called 
“ the bot-bed of revolutions.” 
It formerly 
maintained effective troops of its own. and 
at one time possessed 15U cannon, by the 
aid of which it was able to bid defiance to 
all the rest of the country.

t i n ; and was him self shut in the follow­ 
ing year, at the age of 44. Courageous to 
the Ut-t. he expressed him self contented to 
the. since he had founded and left be­ 
hind tin* beginning of an independent 
g o v e rn m e n t. 
When the last moment came 
he knelt betore his 
executioners 
anti 
prayed, ** Lord, if I have done well, Thou 
k no west i t ; if ill, to Thy infinite mercy I 
commend my soul.” Then the volley was 
fired, and that great anti generous spirit 
passed into the Unknown. 
The position of Augustine Iturbide in 
the history of his country seems somewhat 
anomalous. 
From his youth he had been 
. »v*. h e -• twice of the Spanish king, and was 
Colonel in command of the forces that de­ 
tested Morales and his little arm y of uu- 
drilled patriots in this same city of Valla­ 
dolid. 
About seven years later, when still 
in command of tl.e royal troops of the 
Wes;, the whole country was astonished 
when he announced him self in favor of 
Mexican independence. The acute intelli­ 
gence of this remarkable man informed 
him that Mexico must eventually gain her 
freedom, and he resolved to cast his fortunes 
with the [tarty of the future, rather than 
with the party of the past. So. on the 24th 
of February, 1,8 2 1 , he proclaimed the cele­ 
brated 
“ p l a n 
o f ig u a l a ,” 
(So named from the town in which the 
plan was formed), a 
skillfully-worded 
document which, while it assured every 
man his liberty and declared independence 
o f Spain anil all other nations, still pro­ 
fessed a conditional loyalty to the mother 
country, and was calculated to stir every 
heart. 
He joined forces with Guerrero, 
then the great revolutionary leader; that 
chieftain granted Iturbide supreme com­ 
mand, and their combined forces marched 
upon the Capital. The whole country re­ 
sponded; men arose everywhere to swell 
the ranks of the so called "A rm y of the 
Three Guarantees”—Religion, Union and 
Independenee. 
Sixteen thousand strong 
they entered the Capital amidst universal 
rejoicings, beneath the tri-colored banner 
symbolizing the three important trium phs 
of th rir proclamation. 
Just at this juncture Senor Don Juan 
O’Donoju, the sixty-fourth and last rep­ 
resentative of royalty sent from Spain, 
arrived at the City of Mexico as Viceroy, 
lint he was compelled to recognize the 
Plan of Igualas and Mexico’s virtual inde­ 
pendence. 
A provisional government was 
formed, and a regency appointed, consist­ 
ing of Iturbies, O’Donoju and three titled 
Spaniards ; and nil went swimmingly, till 
the people—not yet ready, it seems, for a 
republican form of government—upset it 
one gusty March evening in 1822, when a 
drunken sergeant collected a tlis irderly 
mob in the streets of the capital and 


PROCLAIMED 1TURRIDE EMPEEOR. 
From that accidental beginning the spark 
was kindled,and three months later Iturbide 
was solemnly crowned (in the great cathe­ 
dra! where his bones lie now;, taking the 
title of Augustine I. 
His brief career 
lasted only nine months. All the old rev­ 
olutionary chiefs, collecting under tit» hau­ 
nt r of Santa Ana, declared against the Em ­ 
peror Augustine, who had already grown 
as arbitrary as any of his Spanish prede­ 
cessors, anti sent forth glowing jironunciu- 
viicntiu in favor of a republic. Seeing the 
uselessness of resistance, Iturbide at once 
offered 
h ’s 
abdication, and 
was 
per­ 
mitted to leave the country, being pro­ 
vided with a vessel to Italy, an.l allowed 
an annuity oí $20,OX), in consideration of 
ji.tst distinguished serviets, on conditu-n 
that he would never return. 
l!ut on the 
f llowittg year the exiled Emperor ¡mprti- 
ti -ntly ventured hac ; t 1 Mexico : and ha 1 
hardly set his foot upon his native soil 
when he was arrested, hastily tried, and 
sit )t :.s a traitor. Thus fell another in the 
long line of martyrs 1 0 Mcxicau independ­ 
ence, one who had done more than any 
tlu r man toward the final severance from 
despotic Spain ; 
thus miserably perished 
the first Emperor since the brave vouttg 
Aziec, Guatimotzin. 
The next and last 
Emperor, Maximilian, was put to death in 
sim ilar fashion; Santa Ana managed to 
save his heal, but died a pauper; the noble 
patriot. Guerrero, waa shot as a traitor: 
Lerdo do Tejada was ,tn veil into exile; in 
short the fate of every Mexican ruler from 
Montezuma down, proves indeed that “ un 
easy lies the head that wears a crown " in 
this uncertain country.

MECHANICAL NOTES. 


¿m ail fly-wheels, east hollow and loaded 
with lead, is a foreign notion new in this 
country. They afford the same centrifugal 
power as a large wheel, cost less, and take 
up less room. 
Benjamin Baker, an English authority on 
bridge-building, says Americans are far 
ahead of the British in bridge-building ; 
that America is indeed a paradise of me­ 
chanics, and that the practice in this coun­ 
try tends to the production 
of better 
bridges than in England. 
W hen yon want to mark a piece of iron 
in order to drill a hole,and you must mark 
through a deep lioie in arough easting, just 
rub chalk where you want tlie hole to he 
drilled, place the casting over it, and rattle 
down some of tlie dirt and sand with an 
awl or old file; then, with a center punch, 
you can mark the hole to drill. 
In order to render glue insoluble in 
water, even hot water, it is only necessary, 
when dissolving glue, for use, to add a lit­ 
tle potassium bichromate to tiie water and 
expose the giued part to tlie light. Tiie 
proportion of bichromate will vary with 
circumstances; 
but for most purposes, 
about one-filtieth of the am ount of glue 
will suffice. 
To mark tools, tirst cover the article to 
be m ark d with a tliin coating of tallow or 
beeswax, then, with a sharp instrument, 
write the name in the tallow. 
Clear with 
a feather ; till the place written, the letters, 
with nitric acid : let it remain from one to 
to ten minutes, then d ip in water and rub 
off, and the marks will be etched into the 
steel or iron. 
Curious are tlie transactions of modern 
science. Obi sail-cloths are used extensively 
for making the paper for Oxford Bibles.

says tlie Leisure flour, “ gathered in here 
after battling with breezes in all the seas 
under heaven. Tiie come in here to be 
torn into shreds, and beaten into pulp, and 
bleached, drawn out into beautiful white 
sheets, to bo presently printed on, wafted 
off again to the ends of the earth—eertain- 
lv rather a quaint and curious metamor­ 
phosis.”

By laying in a good stock of patience and i 
perseverance, and taking for a motto the ' 
cheerful assurance that *' there is nothing i 
so old that it cannot he made to look bet- ! 
tor, ’ womb rs may be accomplished by ¡ 
m eans of oniefti! cleaning, judicious dveing | 
and persistent steaming. 
The first thing to he done to a garment 
that is to be made over is to rip it to pieces, 
pick out the threads and brush it thor­ 
oughly. 
If you know just how it is to be 
made again, select only the pieces needed, 
so as not to waste any unnecessary labor 
iu cleaning what will not be used. If the 
material is woolen, but little worn and not 
m uch, it any. soiled, a good brushing and 
pressing is all that will lie needed. 
Tut the 
pieces on an ironing-lable and brush thor­ 
oughly. first across the goods, then length­ 
wise. 
If the gathers and wrinkles to be pressed 
out are few and not deeply made, but little 
m oisture need be used. ’ Wring a cloth out 
of clean water until it is entirely drained, 
spread it over the goods and iron over the 
cloth until it is perfectly dry. 
W ring out 
the cloth again and g o o’ver all the goods in 
the same way. W hen one piece must he 
moistened and pressed it is necessary that 
all the rest should receive the same treat­ 
ment. 
One reason why made-over garments so 
frequently have an unpleasant and botched 
look is because too little attention is paid to 
such sm all items. If the work must be 
done, it is surely worth while to do it well, 
so that one will feel repaid for one's labor 
in the end, and view the completed work 
with satisfaction. 
If the stuff is much soiled a thorough 
brushing is also the first step in the clean-

th a t we can an n o u n ce its success. T be follow ­ 
ing o f th is plan w ill create im m i use w ealth.

This is a matter of the utmost im port­ 
ance to farmers and the Stale, fur if the 
straw, which has heretofore been hunted or 
permitted to go to waste, can be thus util­ 
ized and made available as good bay, it 
will not only increase the mark- table pro­ 
ducts of the farm, but double llie capacity 
of the State for cattle growing, and this— 
as the Rtin well says—means immense 
wealth, o f course it is not all sections of 
the State that can produce alfalfa without 
the aid of irrigation, but if the plan of 
mixed food be established as successful, it 
would well repay farmers upon uplands to 
go to considerable expense, if need be, to 
¡frigate, if but a very few acres, to enable 
them to raise sufficient alfalfa to thus con­ 
vert their straw stacks into good merchant­ 
able hay, either for purpose o f sale or to 
enable the keeping of a largely increased 
herd of stock.

The Grass Valjey Tidings has the follow­ 
ing regarding the Imperial figs lately re­ 
ceived by E. W. Muslin : It is a well-known 
fact that the people in Sm yrna will not let 
the Imperial fig come out of that land. 
Several rich men have sent agents to 
Smyrna to get trees or cuttings that pro­ 
duce the great fig, but those agents have 
come back with wild frees that bear an in­ 
ferior 
article 
or do not bear at all. 
The 
Smyrna 
fellows 
have 
fooled 
the agents on 
the trees. Mr. 
Maslin 
got t^ie dried figs of the best kind and 
he took the seeds of those dried figs and 
carefully planted them , and now he has a 
number of trees growing which, he thinks, 
will produce the genuine inmerial fruit. 
In Smyrna they do not graft the fig trees, 
but the good fruit which they export is 
grown on seedlings. 
The trees are not 
allowed to be sent off became Smyrna 
wants no rival in the production of her 
most profitable crop. Mr. Maslin’s orchard, 
at Loomis. Placer county, will soon show 
the result of the owner s experiments.

W e have never before read any of 
Mr. < am p's poetry, but do not hesitate, on 
reading a bait dozen o ut of a hundred or 
m ore in this handsom e volum e, to com ­ 
m end his style and bear testim ony to his 
eenius. F or exam ple, in these stanzas there 
is poetic strength am i beauty. T his is from 
a poem on the departure o f a volunteer to 
a fever-stricken city by the seaside : 
He ttood in the tw ilight as the star 
tin w golden tn the sky. 
And never a word his pale lip*- stirred 
Save ‘‘Kiss m e," and "tiood by:" 
Then she to her Innelv grief, and he 
In the path where duly led — 
To the city oí graves and sobbing waves, 
The city ot the dead. 
T his is from the " Legend of K issintere:” 
Full m anv a long, long years ago, 
In the land of sighing pines, 
Where tlic daintiest blossoms toreverblow .

L eland Stanford, I nited States Senator 
from California, followed by live pages re­ 
garding his unprecedented gift of over 
$5,000,000 w orth o f property, endow ing a 
university in th is State. " Tiie Statistician " 
is sim ply invaluable. 
The business m an, 
jo u rn alist o r professional m an cannot well 
do w ithout it. 
It is sold bv subscription, 
b ut how ever sold, o ra t w hatever price, it is 
one of the best ready-referenca books und 
“ know a lls ” im aginable. 
“ H yperasthesia ” is a novel bv M ary 
Cruger. issued by F’ord. H ow ard ,v li'ulberi, 
New York, a n d ’ selling at $1. 
it is a curi­ 
ous and intertsriug idea th at Miss Cruger 
ad vat is. s in this story—w hich m ight be 
called " 8upersensitiven s s ” —although it 
is based on the ancient and sim ple notion 
of counter-irritation. 
To induce a nervous 
and suffering child to stop fretting by 
m eans o f attracting its attention to som e­ 
th in g else than itself and its ills, is as old 
as the existence of nurseries ; but the way 
in w hich Miss Cruger sets ou t with the dif­ 
ficulty, th a t all of her characters with 
w hom th e reader finds him self in sym pa­ 
th y are in som e way the subjects of over­ 
sensitive susceptibilities (either o f body, or 
m ind, o r w hat for lack of a better word 
m ig h t be called m orale), and the m ode in 
w hich she offsets the needs of each by 
som e corresponding elem ent th at tlieothers 
hav e th e w it or the luck to supply, and 
th u s brings about at last the blissful hygiene 
ot happiness, is very apt, and show s a keen 
« know ledge of hum an nature—perhaps es­ 
pecially of w om an nature. 
T he A pril “ M agazine o f A m erican H is­ 
tory ” is a bright exam ple o f w hat taste 
and scholarship can do tow ard m aking au ­ 
thentic history delightful reading. 
The 
opening article, by N. II. Egleston, de­

D e ta ils o f G ero n fu io '» S u rre n d e r — T he 
S p eech es o f th e C hiefs. 
[By Telegraph.) 
T ucson (A . T.), A pril 1st.—T he Citizen's 
special correspondent w ho accom panied 
G overnor Zulick and party to F ort Bowie 
on Tuesday, returned to-day, bringing the 
follow ing interesting particulars of th e su r­ 
render of the hostiles, as furnished by Gen­ 
eral Crook : After detailing at length the 
difficulties with w hich the troops aie beset 
on every hand in th eir efforts to recapture 
the renegades, the G eneral proceeded to re­ 
late the circum stances under w hich he m et 
G erónim o at El Canyon de Ins Em bados. 
The latter attem pted to explain to General 
Crook w hy lie left the reservation. 
H e 
s a id a job had been pu t up on him by 
M ickey Free, L ieutenant Davis and Chatto, 
who had told him th a ' lie was to he ar­ 
rested and sent aw ay. W hile he talked big 
drops of perspiration stood out all over his 
face. 
General Crook said : “ I refused to 
look at him . 
lie finally asked m e if I 
would not look at him . 
I replied, ’ N o; 
th at w hen he got through 1 w ould talk.’ 
T he w hole burden o f bis talk was he ex­ 
pected to go back to the reservation on the 
sam e old standing as before. 
1 told him 
th at he had lied to m e in the Sierra Ma­ 
dres, and how should 1 know th at iie was 
not lying now ; in short, that 1 would ac­ 
cept noth in g but bis unconditional -sur­ 
render. 
1 
told him to go and 
think 
over th e m atter and let me know next day. 
Then we had to m anipulate them to get 
them to surrender. 
1 sent a spy into th eir 
cam p, w ho reported to m e that Gerónim o 
had told his people to he ready to shoot at 
a m om ent’s notice. 
All were well arm ed 
w ith W inchesters, and had two belts of 
cartridges each, 
i told Alcliesay, chief of 
th e W hite M ountains, and K aetena to go 
into th eir cam p an d endeavor to get their 
confidence before m aking any proposition. 
T hey stayed in th e cam p of the hostiles 
all night, and in th e m orning reported that 
th e In d ian s were feeling better. 
I was sat­ 
isfied, however, th at G erónim o would not 
accept the term s, and so had the spies to 
disintegrate and get them divided as m uch 
as possible. 
Gerónim o, N atehes and ( 
uahua finally cam e dow n to m y cam p, 
anil the two latter offered to surrender. 
G erónim o also consented, saying lie would 
not stay out in the m ountains alone. They 
then said they w anted to talk to th eir peo­ 
ple, and on th e n e x t day they w ould have 
a general talk. 
T he next day they cam e in 
and m ade a form al surrender. ” 
In answ er to th e question, "D id Geró­ 
nim o really escape?” G eneral Crook said : 
They had started to m arch back and were 
near th e line at San B ernardino ranch, 
about tw enty m iles from the place o f su r­ 
render. 
It was on the second night out 
w hen Gerónim o, Natchez and tw enty bucks 
and thirteen squaw s left and were not 
missed until the next m orning. 
They left 
the horses, saddles and stock, but took 
their arm s. 
“ Did they take any provisions ?” 
" No. 
T he In d ian would ra th e r leave 
his m outh back th an bis arm s.” 
. 
In the rem ainder of the party being 
brought back there are soiue thirteen men 
and lialf-grown 
boys, the balance 
are 
women and children. 
A ll o f th e entire 
crowd left th e reservation w hen they first 
broke out. 
None have left since. 
T he Indians have at no tim e gone o u t of 
their way to kill people, for liad they done 
so they w ould have alm ost depopulated the 
country through w hich they passed. 
T he follow ing is a correct translation of 
th e language used by C hihuahua, N atehes 
and G erónim o at th e tim e o f th e surrender. 
It was not only translated by the regular 
interpreters present, but Captain Burke, 
who has been studying th e A pache lan­ 
guage, attests its correctness. 
C hihuahua 
s a id : 
“ I am very glad to see you and 
have this talk with you. 
It is as you say. 
we shall alw ays be in danger so long as we 
rem ain out here, but I hope from this on 
th at we m ay live better w ith our fam ilies 
and not do any harm to an y one. 
I am 
anxious to behave, for I see the sun looking 
dow n upon m e an d the earth listening, and 
I am th in k in g belter. 
It seem s to m e that 
1 h a \e seen the one w ho m akes the rain 
and sends the w inds. 
H e m ust have sent 
you to this pluee. 
1 surrender sim ply to 
you because I believe in you, and you have 
never lied to us. 
Y ou do not deceive us. 
You m ust be our God. 
I am satisfied with 
all th at you do. 
Y ou m ust be tbe one who* 
m akes the green pasture, w ho sends the 
rain, w ho com m ands the winds. You m ust 
be tb e one w ho sends the fresh fruit that 
conies on the trees every year. 
T here are 
m any m en in the w orld w ho are big chiefs 
and com m and m any people, but you, 1 
th in k , are the greatest of them all, or you 
would not have com e o u t here to sec us. 
I w ant you to be a father to m e and treat 
m e as your son. 
1 want you to have pity 
on m e. T here is n o doubt th at all you do 
is right, because all you do is ju st the sam e 
as if God did it. 
E verything you do is 
right, so I consider, so I believe you to be. 
I trust in all yon do and say. 
You do not 
lie ; you do not deceive : all you tell us are 
facts. 
" 1 am now iu your bands. 
1 place m y­ 
self at your disposition. I surrender m yself 
to you. 
Do w ith m e as you please. 
I 
shake your hand. 
I w ant to com e into 
your cam p and stay w ith you. 
I do not 
w ant to stay at a distance. 
I w ant to be 
right where you are. 
I liave roam ed ill the 
m ountains from w ater to water, and never 
have found the place w here I could see 
my father or m y m other till to-day I see 
you, m y father. 
I surrender to you now, 
and I do not w ant any m ore bad feeling or 
bad talk. 
I am going "to stay w ith you ill 
your cam p. 
W henever a m an raises any­ 
thing. even a dog, be tries to raise it right, 
and treats it well. 
So I w ant you to leei 
tow ard m e. 
D on’t let the people say had 
things about m e. 
Now I surrender to you 
and go w ith you. 
W hen we are traveling 
together on the road, or anyw here else, 1 
hope you w ill talk to m e once in a w hile. I 
th in k a great deal o f A lchesay and K aetena. 
They tk in k a great deal of me, and I hope 
som e day to be all the sam e as their 
brother, and th at you w ill th in k as m uch 
of m e as you do of them . I w ould like you 
to send m y fam ily w ith m e w herever you 
send m e. 
i have a daughter a t Camp 
Apache, and som e relatives of m yself and 
band a t San Carlos. 
W herever "you w ant 
to send m e, 1 also wish you w ould send 
them .” 
General Crook briefly replied th at be 
would, so far as bis fam ily was concerned, 
endeavor to carry out bis wishes. 
C hief Natehes then addressed th e Gen­ 
eral. 
H e said : " W hat C hihuahua said i 
say. 
I surreuder to you ju st th e sam e as 
he did. 
1 give you m y word : 1 give you 
m y body; I surrender. 
I have nothing 
m ore to say th an that. 
W hen I was free 1 
gave orders, but now I surrender to you. I 
throw m yself a! your feet. 
You order and 
I obey. 
W hat you tell m e to do 1 do.” 
G erónim os eloquence was a? follow s; 
“ Two or three words are enough. 
1 have 
bu t little to say. 
I surrender m yself to 
you. 
[Shakes hands w ith General Crook ] 
W e are com rades, all one fam ily, all one 
band. 
W hat th e others say 1 say also. 
Now I give m yself u p to you. 
Do w ith me 
w hat you please. 
1 surrender. Once I 
m oved about like th e w ind, but now I su r­ 
render to you an d th at is ail. 
I surrender 
to you and w ant to be ju st as if I was in 
your pocket. 
Now I feel like your brother 
and K aetena is m y brother also. 
I was 
very far from here, alm ost nobody could 
get to that [dace, b u t 1 sent you w ord 1 
w anted to come in, and here I am . 
W h at­ 
ever you tell us is true. 
W e are all satis­ 
fied w ith that, and I hope th e day will 
come when m y word will be as strong w ith 
you as yours is w ith m e.”
